SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water.  No  serious  shortage  has  come  to  my  notice.  The  piped  supply 

to  Great  Massingham  from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  Well  at 
Jubilee  Terrace  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  operation. 
Needless  to  say,  this  is  much  appreciated  and  I would  commend 
similar  schemes  to  the  notice  of  other  villages  in  the  area.  In 
too  many  cases,  villages  have  to  rely  on  a water  supply,  the  sources 
of  which  are  of  indifferent  quality  and  reliability. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Substantially  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
but  gradual  improvements  are  taking  place  as  new  houses  are 
being  built.  The  scheme  for  sewering  South  Wootton  in  con- 
junction with  the  Corporation  of  King’s  Lynn  has  not  yet  been 
completed. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  necessary. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation.  Great  improvement  in  this  respect  is  seen 

in  the  new  houses. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing.  Some  villages  have  a public  scavenging  service,  but 

in  many  cases  there  is  no  system.  Local  effort  is  to  be  desired 
in  this  respect. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  See  report  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices.  No  action  necessary.

4.  Schools.  The  Education  Committee  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council  and  the 
County  School  Medical  Officer  are  primarily  responsible  for  the 
sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  Schools,  and  only 
occasionally  is  my  notice  drawn  to  any  defect.  As  far  as  I am 
able  to  observe,  conditions  are  satisfactory.  Every  precaution 
is  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 


SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

The  Rural  District  Council  continues  to  pursue  a forward  policy.  Old 
houses  have  been  demolished,  others  re-conditioned  and  new  houses  with  every 
amenity  have  been  built  in  striking  contrast  to  the  old  and  insanitary  cottages 
they  have  displaced.

Concluding  Remarks  : — 

I am  able  to  again  remark  upon  the  small  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 
The  fact  that  there  were  only  six  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  three  of  Diph- 
theria emphasises  this. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  shghtly  higher  than  1937,  whilst  the  Death  Rate  is  about 
the  same. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15T  (Freebridge  Lynn  15*6). 
Death  Rate  11 ’6  (Freebridge  Lynn  12*4).  There  is  ample  proof  that  the  amenities 
of  life  in  rural  areas  show  great  improvement.  Better  housing,  water  supply 
and  sanitation  and  the  introduction  of  electric  power  for  lighting,  etc.  Much, 
of  course,  remains  to  be  done,  but  compare  conditions  of  20  or  30  years  ago  with 
the  present.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  The  Chairman,  and  Members  of  The  Freebridge  Lynn  R.D.C. 

Gentlemen, 

I respectfully  beg  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report,  for  the  Year  ending 
December  31st,  1938. 


HOUSING. 

There  are  approximately  3,094  dwelling-houses  in  the  District ; 70%  of 
these  represent  houses  suitable  for  occupation  by  the  working  classes.  The 
number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year,  by  private  enterprise,  was  34. 
For  all  records  re  Housing  Inspections  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspection,  see  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  As  a result  of  a Public  Inquiry,  held  on  January 
20th,  four  Clearance  Areas,  made  by  the  Council,  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT— (Cowft^.) 


“HOUSING  RURAL  WORKERS’”  ACT. 

During  the  j^ear  a number  of  applieations  for  grants  (in  all,  totalling  23 
houses)  have  been  made  ; of  these,  only  3 qualified,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act,  and  of  the  remainder  that  were  turned  down,  four  were  in  such  a state  as  to 
be  classed  under  Section  11  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  consequently.  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  upon  them. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Supplies,  Avhich  are  drawn  principally  from  wells  and  springs,  have  been 
fairly  adequate  throughout  the  year.  Doubt  as  to  quality  was  expressed  in  a 
few  instances,  and  samples  were  then  taken,  but  no  serious  complaints  have 
been  received.  The  work  of  laying  piped  supplies  have  been  undertaken  in 
Great  Massingham. 


SEWERS  and  DRAINS. 

Only  two  Parishes  in  the  Councirs  District  are  sewered.  A little  trouble 
was  experienced  with  a Parochial  Sewer  at  North  Runcton,  but  this  was  soon 
remedied,  and  an  additional  access  chamber  was  constructed,  so  that,  should 
further  blockage  arise,  it  may  be  removed  by  rodding  purposes. 

FACTORIES  and  WORKSHOPS. 

There  have  been  no  serious  complaints.  A few  workshops  and  work-places 
were  visited,  in  connection  with  proper  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  have  been  two  complaints  of  effluvia  arising  from  establishments 
engaged  in  bone-boiling ; these  premises  were  visited,  and  no  further  com- 
plaints have  been  received.

One  of  the  most  serious  nuisances,  owing  to  the  frequency,  with  which  it 
arose,  was  that  of  the  Council  Sewer  at  South  Wootton. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT— 


As  reported  on  January  20th,  the  filter  receiving  the  sewage,  before  its  dis- 
charge to  the  dyke,  was  most  crudely  constructed,  and  also  the  filtering  material 
used  was  of  an  unsuitable  nature  ; as  a partial  temporary  measure,  at  least,  a 
new  material  was  installed,  which,  to  a certain  degree,  lessened  the  nuisance. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  sewering  of  the  Parish,  which  has  been  in  hand  for  a 
considerable  length  of  time,  will  soon  be  brought  about. 

(3)  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  : — 

A number  of  complaints  concerning  caravans  were  received  during  the  year. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  complaints  were  abated  without  any  undue  difficulty, 
but  we  have  been  hampered  to  a considerable  degree  owing  to  the  fact  that  byelaws, 
in  respect  to  tents,  vans,  &c.,  have  never  been  adopted  by  the  Council ; neither 
has  advantage  been  taken  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  gives  power  to 
licence  caravan  sites. 

Recently,  however,  these  have  been  put  to  the  Council,  and  have  been  adopted.

During  the  year,  one  accredited  farm  premises  changed  ownership,  but  a 
licence  was  still  continued. 

Also  two  fresh  applications  for  an  accredited  licence  were  received  ; one 
was  granted,  but  the  other  was  suspended,  pending  further  alterations  to  the 
premises,  and  satisfactory  milk  samples  forthcoming.  There  was  no  disease 
attributable  to  milk  during  the  year.

(10)  Water  Sampling  : — 

During  the  year  21  water  samples  were  taken,  eleven  for  chemical  analysis 
only,  and  ten  for  both  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 

In  a number  of  instances,  whilst  no  actual  danger  was  present  in  the  water, 
they  were  far  from  being  of  a normal  standard,  as  desired,  but  only  in  one  case 
however,  was  it  necessary  to  close  the  well.  During  the  year  it  was  put  to  the 
Council  to  consider  the  installation  of  a piped  supply  for  the  Parishes  of  Roydon, 
Grimston  and  Gayton.  The  matter  was  “ left  for  the  present,”  but  it  was  agreed 
that  consideration  must  be  given  to  such  a scheme  at  a later  date.
